One' hundred sixty persons res'iUmg 


at Snydertown and. In ConaeUsvtllu 
township, in tho vicinity of the city 
garbage disposal plant, have signed a 
petition to court to have tho plant tJe- 
clared a nuisance. "Being located in 
a populous district and near the pub- 
lic highway makes it a menace to pub- 
he health to the residents and a nuis- 
ance to the traveling public," the pe- 
tition reads. 


The 'same petition was shown to 


mojnbera of council Monday night but 
no actlcvn was taken. C. R. Graft, who 
circulated it, said that "they didn't 
•;icn look at it." 


On Tuesday following tbo coun:il 


meetlag Mayor Mitchell and Council- 
man C. M.. Stone visited the plant and 
inspected it. The understanding has 
boen that council, having' secured an 
exten lion ot the lease, wiil repair the 
plant aud continue to operate it. This 
the fclta living in that community ure 
detennlned, they say, to prevent, if 
possible.
